More jobs on way 
as Greggs expands 

JOBS are being created in Dudley after 
Greggs doubled the size of its shop in the 
town centre. 

Bosses are looking to take on an extra 
three staff and this could increase further. 
Greggs has taken on the neighbouring 
unit in Castle Street, formerly the Extra 
Care Charitable Trust shop, as part of its 
expansion. 

The next door unit had stood empty 
since a fire gutted the shop last year. 

Bosses said the expansion means cus¬ 
tomers could now ‘eat in’ following the pro¬ 
vision of tables and chairs.

SHOPPERS across Dudley 
will be offered free parking in 
the run up to Christmas - but 
could face increased charg¬ 
es after a review by council 
bosses. 

Money coming in from its car parks 
is one of the main spending pressures 
affecting the cash-strapped author¬ 
ity, which must save £20 million by 
2018. Dudley Council is on course 
to make £700,000 less than expected 
from parking fees over the next three 
years. 

Bosses at the authority say the shortfall is 
due to a reduction in the number of parking 
spaces across the borough. 

The council announced it would offer free 
parking during the run up to Christmas to 
bring more visitors into borough towns. 

Free parking will be offered all day on De¬ 
cember 5, 12 and 19 in all of the council-run 
car parks. 

Bosses said they had taken the decision in an 
effort to boost trade across the borough. 

Free parking will also be offered after 4pm 
on Saturday November 21, 28 and December 
5 to coincide with the annual Christmas lights 
switch-on events in Halesowen, Brierley Hill 
and Stourbridge. 

Incentive 

In terms of the review, opposition councillors 
have called for parking fees in the borough to 
be reduced as an incentive for people to spend 
in the borough’s towns and villages rather than 
elsewhere. 

Currently, its costs motorists either 60p or 
70p to park on council car parks in the borough 
for an hour and £1.20 or £1.40 for two hours. A 
stay of over three hours costs up to £3.50. 

Tory councillor David Blood, a former fi¬ 
nance chief for the council, said an increase in 
parking fees was a possibility. 

He dded: “My belief is there should always be 
cheap parking, so people use it. This is where 
the problem occurs for Dudley Council because 
if you have excessive parking charges, people 
won’t come into Dudley.” 

A council report said there would be a review 
in order to ‘ensure parking provision encour¬ 
ages access to key retail and economic centres 
across the borough’. 

As a result of the review, the council aims to 
save £295,000 by 2018. 

Cabinet member for environmental services 
Councillor Hilary Bills said: “The council will 
be undertaking a review of the borough-wide 
parking strategy as it is important our parking 
provision complements the substantial regen¬ 
eration projects across the borough. 

“It will not only look at charging but other 
issues as well.”

Len Lenihan, managing director of 
Dudley Market Traders, said Mr Johal, 
from Dudley, would be greatly missed. 

He said: “He worked on the market 
for more than 25 years. He was instru¬ 
mental negotiating the contract that 
saw the traders take over the market 
as a co-operative. He also helped design 
new areas of the market.” 


A book of condolences was opened for 
a week on Mr Johal’s former market 
stall. It was filled with messages for his 
family by fellow traders and customers. 

Mr Lenihan said: “It has given the 
town the opportunity to pay their re¬ 
spects. 

“The book has now been filled and 
has been put away, ready to be pre¬ 
sented to the family before the funeral. 
Some also left flowers.” 

Former market trader Alan Caswell 
said he had known Mr Johal through 
his work on the markets for many 
years. 


He said: “Sam was a wonderful per¬ 
son who spoke to everyone in an easy 
and positive way.” 

Mr Johal was renowned for his com¬ 
munity spirit and had supported Dud¬ 
ley CommUNITY Day in September. 

Regular customer Peter Cole, from 
Kingswinford, said the watch salesman 
had been one of the most popular faces 
on the market. He added: “For years we 
have been taking our watches to Sam 
for new batteries. He was always cheer¬ 
ful and many other people used to visit 
the stall just to have a laugh and a joke 
with him. He will be missed.” 


Cigarette butt littering 
fines bring in £20,000 


DUDLEY Council has made al¬ 
most £20,000 from fines for peo¬ 
ple dropping cigarette butts over 
the last five years. 

Enforcement officers have caught 
a total of 392 people discarding ciga¬ 
rettes since 2010, racking up fines of 
£19,707. 

Those who drop cigarettes in the bor¬ 
ough face a £75 penalty, though this is re¬ 
duced to £50 if it is paid in the first 10 days. 

The number of people being fined for 
the indiscretion has gradually fallen since 
2010/11, when on average two people were 
caught by enforcement officers every week. 
The 110 fines that year brought in £5,800. 
That number fell to 76 the following year 
before going back up to 89 in 2012/13. A 
total of 59 people were fined in 2013/14. 

During 2014/15, 58 fines were issued, to¬ 
talling £2,810. The majority of people paid 
up quickly, with the average amount paid 
being just over £50. 

Dudley Council said that as dropping lit¬ 
ter is a criminal offence, it will fine people 
to ensure the borough’s streets are kept 
clean. 

Smokers have often bemoaned being hit 
in the pocket but Dudley councillor Ken 
Finch said he had no sympathy for people 
who throw cigarettes on the floor. 

Irresponsible 

He said: “I don’t think £20,000 is enough 
compared to the amount it costs the council 
to collect rubbish that is thrown about by 
irresponsible people. Personally, I feel very 
passionate about it and I would love to see 
enforcement in different areas where peo¬ 
ple are given automatic fines. 

“A cigarette is litter, it doesn’t matter 
what it is, it’s nothing else but disgusting 
and until people are fined they are not 
going to learn.” 

On its website, Dudley Council warns 
people littering is a criminal offence and 
people who do it will face a fine. 

Bosses at Dudley Council have been 
doing their best to clamp down on all kinds 
of littering across the borough, with the 
clean-up bill proving costly for the cash- 
strapped authority. 

Last month it was revealed the council 
spent £45,000 clearing litter left off the 
highway, with white goods being dumped 
on 238 occasions.

Dogs can sniff out illegal tobacco 


SNIFFER dogs are leading the 
crackdown on illegal cigarettes and 
tobacco in Dudley, 

Shoppers have been warned how 
to spot the signs of counterfeit cig¬ 
arettes during an awareness drive. 

Trading standards officers from 
Dudley Council have been leading 
an operation in the borough this 
week. 

Officials with sniffer dogs, 
trained to sniff out illegal tobacco, 
were in Brierley Hill as part of the 
awareness operation which had 


also been in Stourbridge, Hale¬ 
sowen and Dudley during the week. 

It aimed to give the public in¬ 
formation about the harm illegal 
tobacco can cause to individuals, 
communities and the local econ¬ 
omy. 

People could see the dogs and 
watch them sniff out hidden to¬ 
bacco products during demonstra¬ 
tions. 

The council’s health boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Rachel Harris, said: “These 
town centre events provided a 


unique opportunity for people to 
understand the role of specially 
trained sniffer dogs and the dan¬ 
gers of illegal tobacco. 

“While all smoking kills, ille¬ 
gal tobacco is sold at low prices 
and without the necessary health 
warnings which makes it easier for 
children and young smokers to get 
hooked. If people see this type of 
illegal activity they need to inform 
us straight away.”

Black Friday 
here to stay 
says boss 
at Merry Hill 

THE owner of Merry Hill shopping cen¬ 
tre is expecting another massive surge 
in customers on Black Friday this year, 
and says efforts by some firms to back¬ 
track on the cut-price event will fail. 

Intu, which bought the controlling 
half share in Merry Hill in a £400m deal 
last year, says the Black Friday ‘genie’ 
cannot be put back in the bottle. 

The UK’s largest owner and manager 
of shopping centres, Intu says it is ex¬ 
pecting Black Friday, on November 27, 
to be a significant day for retailers, de¬ 
spite some saying they are pulling back 
from the US-inspired discount day. 

This week Asda said it would not be 
part of Black Friday this year, citing 
‘shopper fatigue’. 

Intu, which has 18 shopping centres 
across the UK, including Intu Trafford 
Centre and Intu Lakeside, says it is ex¬ 
tending opening hours on Black Friday 
in anticipation of a significant uplift in 
footfall. 

Gordon McKinnon, operations direc¬ 
tor, said: “Despite some retailers coming 
out early with their Black Friday plans, 
the majority are still playing their cards 
close to their chests. However, from 
what we are hearing from our retailers 
and shoppers, Black Friday is definitely 
here to stay - that genie cannot be put 
back in the bottle. 

“Last year we saw a 30 per cent in¬ 
crease in visitor numbers on Black Fri¬ 
day compared to a normal Friday and 
are expecting similar numbers this year. 
In preparation we are extending opening 
hours and bringing in extra staff.”

He was found in the road in a critical 
condition near an abandoned car which 
had crashed into a billboard at the junc¬ 
tion of Cradley Road and Marriott Road 
on Friday night. 

Despite efforts to save him by pas¬ 
sers-by carrying out CPR and an ambu¬ 
lance crew assisted by police, he died at 
the scene. 

A 19-year-old local man has been ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving.

BUS services in Dudley will be affect¬ 
ed by major changes in Birmingham 
due to the next phase of the £500 mil¬ 
lion Paradise Circus redevelopment. 

The changes came come into af¬ 
fect on Sunday and officials said they 
would particularly impact on services 
from the western side to the city using 
Broad Street and Colmore Row. 

Routes and stops for 11 National 
Express West Midlands Services using 
Hagley Road and those travelling to 
Harborne from Colmore Row will be 
affected. 

Services along Hagley Road affected 
will be the number nine Birmingham 
to Stourbridge, the 127 Birmingham 
to Dudley, the 128 Birmingham to 
Oldbury, the 129 Birmingham to 
Merry Hill, the 140 Birmingham to 
Dudley and the 141 Birmingham to 
Merry Hill. 

Routes would be unchanged going 
towards the city centre but on exit 
will go via Colmore Row, Newhall 
Street, Graham Street, Newhall Hill, 
Sand Pits Parade, Clement Street, St 
Vincent Street and Sheepcote Street 
to rejoin Broad Street. 

Timetables will be changed to ac¬ 
commodate the extra time needed to 
undertake the diversion but service 
frequency will remain unchanged. 

The works will also affect the iGo 
Hagley Road services including the 
number 10 Birmingham to Quinton 
and 10H also Birmingham to Quinton 
when it comes to exit the city centre.

Cause of fatal crash remains a mystery 



Stewart Hollyoake died in road accident 


THE cause of a motorbike 
crash that killed a Dudley fa- 
ther-of-one in Shropshire will 
probably never be known, an 
inquest heard. 

Stewart Samuel Hollyoake died 
after colliding with a tree while 
travelling on the B4368 in Ship- 
ton, near Much Wenlock. 

His inquest heard that no other ve¬ 
hicle was involved and Mr Hollyoake 
was confirmed dead at the scene. 

As there were no witnesses to the 


crash, it will be very difficult to fully 
establish what happened, the hearing 
was told. 

Mr Hollyoake’s wife Dawn has paid 
a loving tribute to a “fantastic hus¬ 
band, father and son”. 

Mr John Ellery, senior coroner for 
Shropshire, concluded that Mr Holly¬ 
oake, 52, of Weavers Rise, Netherton, 
died from multiple injuries from the 
crash on July 30. 

Constable Ian Edwards, from West 
Mercia Police’s collision investiga¬ 
tion unit based in Shrewsbury, told 
the hearing that only one vehicle, Mr 


Hollyoake’s motorcycle, had been in¬ 
volved in the collision. 

The officer, who attended the scene 
of the crash and conducted an exami¬ 
nation, said it would never be known 
precisely what caused the crash be¬ 
cause there were no witnesses. 

Mr Ellery told Mr Hollyoake’s fam¬ 
ily members that his death would 
have been instantaneous and he 
would not have suffered. Giving a 
conclusion that Mr Hollyoake died 
from multiple injuries due to a road 
traffic collision, Mr Ellery said: “My 
condolences go to the family.” 


Parking bans proposed 
on roads across borough 


RESIDENTS’ views on plans to ban 
drivers from parking along nearly 20 
roads across Dudley borough are 
now being considered ahead of a 
final decision. 

Dudley Council has drawn up proposals 
for double yellow lines to be introduced 
on 18 routes across Dudley, Stourbridge, 
Halesowen, Brierley Hill and Netherton. 

A public consultation took place during Sep¬ 
tember and feedback from residents is now 
been analysed. Decisions will then be made on 
what schemes to push ahead with while others 
may be dropped. 

The council also looked at making some 
roads one-way or imposing waiting restrictions 
to improve traffic flow and to stop some drivers 
leaving their cars in residential streets for long 
periods to avoid paying parking charges. Coun¬ 
cil chiefs said measures were being considered 
following calls by residents and councillors. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member 
for environmental services, said: “The pub¬ 
lic consultation was undertaken as a result 
of requests from members of the public and 
ward members. This has now ended and the 
responses received are being evaluated. 

“Those roads which have received no objec¬ 
tions will progress to a decision sheet with the 
aim to be implemented in the next few months. 
Any proposals which received negative re¬ 
sponses will be considered further to determine 
the best way forward.” 

Prohibition 

If approved, prohibition of waiting orders 
will be introduced along Vicarage Road, Ridge 
Street, Bridle Road, The Dell, King Street, 
High Street and Sherwood Road, all Wollaston. 

In Dudley, measures will be put in place 
along King Street, Tipton Road and Discovery 
Way, along with Church Road and Hill Street 
in Netherton. 

They would also be introduced in Halesowen, 
namely Fairmile Road and Hagley Road, and in 
Braithwaite Drive, Kingswinford. 

In Amblecote, they would be placed in Oak- 
held Close and Brettle Lane, and in Brierley 
Hill at The Promenade, close to the Merry Hill 
shopping centre. 

Other traffic orders are at Firmstone Street, 
Halesowen; Vale Street, Upper Gornal, to be 
made one-way northbound; and Hill Street 
one-way southbound; plus a 7.5 tonne restric- 
tion along Racecourse Lane, Stourbridge.

DAVID Cameron’s fearless, forthright 
and strident demands for a reformed EU. 
What do we want? Not a lot, really. When 
do we want it? No rush, honestly. 

A NUMBER have emailed to say, half¬ 
way through November, you’re already 
sick of Christmas adverts.

Rules over taxi tints 
costing cabbies dear 


By Richard Guttridge 

TAXI drivers in Dudley 
say they are being forced 
to shell out hundreds of 
pounds to replace facto¬ 
ry-fitted windows on their 
vehicles because they do 
not meet council safety 
regulations. 

There is a rule that at least 40 
per cent of light must be able to 
travel through back windows of 
Hackney carriages and private 
hire taxis in order to be granted 
a licence by Dudley Council. 

But drivers say they are being 
unfairly treated as new vehicles are 
increasingly being made with tinted 
windows that do not meet those 
standards. 

Council bosses have set the 40 per 
cent limit with safety in mind and as 
part of its efforts to ensure child sex¬ 
ual exploitation does not take place 
in the borough. 

Dudley are among authorities 
that has begun training drivers 
about how to spot the signs of ex¬ 
ploitation. 

But drivers insist the rules are too 
harsh and that many of the windows 
in the taxis that would not reach the 
council’s standard can actually be 
seen through. 

Older 

Some have already paid to have 
windows replaced to comply with 
the standards, while others have re¬ 
sorted to buying older vehicles that 
come within the limit. 

Shaz Saleem, chairman of the 
Dudley Private Hire and Taxi Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “A growing number of 
vehicles are coming with a manufac¬ 
tured tint. If they are coming with 
it, it is within the law and Dudley 
Council needs to realise it is not 
above the law. This is affecting a 
lot of drivers across Dudley. I know 
one driver who had to spend nearly 
£1,000 because he had to import 
windows from Germany because 
Mercedes didn’t do them here.” 

Councillor Richard Body, chair¬ 
man of the taxi committee, said the 
situation would be reviewed.

Borough's 
figures for 
jobless in 
slight fall 

THE number of people claiming Job¬ 
seeker’s Allowance and other out of 
work benefits fell across the Black 
Country last month, latest figures 
show. 

Wolverhampton led the way with 
a drop of 202 on the claimant count 
to 6,009 in October. That figure is a 
seven-year low. 

Unemployment in the West Mid¬ 
lands was down 10,000 to 157,000 be¬ 
tween July and September compared 
to the previous three months and UK 
unemployment fell by 102,000 to 1.75 
million, its lowest level in more than 
seven years, figures from the Office 
for National Statistics show. 

Nationally there was a increase in 
those claiming benefits such as Job¬ 
seeker’s Allowance and the out of 
work element of Universal Credit, up 
by 3,300 in October to 795,500. The 
figures differ because not everyone 
classed as unemployed is eligible to 
claim benefits. 

Meanwhile the number of people in 
work has continued to increase, to a 
record high of 31.2 million, 419,000 
more than a year ago and up by 
177,000 over the quarter. 

Claimants in Sandwell were down 
201 to 6,440 (3.2 per cent) and Walsall 
fell by 121 to 4,270 (2.5 per cent). But 
Dudley only had three fewer at 5,182 
(2.7 per cent). 

Cathy Taylor, JobCentre Plus em¬ 
ployment and partnership manager in 
Wolverhampton, said the rising avail¬ 
ability of temporary jobs in the lead 
up to Christmas had helped take more 
people off the claimant count register.

Fees rise at 
Age Concern 
as fund cuts 
have impact 

DAY care fees have risen at Age Con¬ 
cern centres in Halesowen and Stour¬ 
bridge after funding was cut. 

Age Concern lost around a third of 
its grant that helped fund transport 
for elderly people to and from the cen¬ 
tres and activities while there. 

Around £7,000 has been slashed 
from its grant totalling £21,000 - forc¬ 
ing charity officials to increase daily 
fees from £8.50 to £9.50. 

Chairman Ken Turner admitted 
they were ‘disappointed’ but added: 
“We need to be more self sufficient. 
We need to look for funding outside 
existing avenues.” 

Age Concern runs Halesowen Day 
Centre in Green Lane, The Elton Cen¬ 
tre in Stourbridge and at Mary Ste¬ 
vens Day Care Centre in Oldswinford. 

The £9.50 fees are also spent on 
providing luncheon clubs. Age Con¬ 
cern officials say this is less than other 
similar organisations in the area. 

The £7,000 was cut from its Of¬ 
fice of Public Health money, which 
is co-ordinated by Dudley Council 
following the abolition of primary 
care trusts, but now the council faces 
major budget cuts. 

Savage 

Councillor Dave Branwood, respon¬ 
sible for adult social care services, 
said: “Council funding for Age Con¬ 
cern’s day centre provision this year 
remains unchanged, but there has 
been a small reduction in monies for 
information and advice service. 

“Details of funding arrangements 
for next year have not yet been 
agreed. What is clear is that Adult 
Social Care across the country is 
in the midst of a funding crisis. If 
George Osborne’s Autumn spending 
review is as savage as we expect then, 
sadly, excellent organisations like Age 
Concern will inevitably face funding 
pressures. Dudley Council remains 
committed to protect services to the 
elderly wherever possible.” 

Education role 
for Labour MR 

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin will 
play a key role in shaping Labour’s 
education policies after being chosen 
as the new chairman of the party’s 
Parliamentary Education Committee. 

The committee will help form La¬ 
bour’s stance on education while in 
opposition, building up to the 2020 
General Election campaign. 

It will hold the Government to ac¬ 
count on issues such as early years 
support for families, school standards, 
apprenticeships and training. 

Mr Austin was elected by fellow 
Labour MPs. He is already a member 
of the House of Commons Education 
Select Committee. 

He said: “I’ll be using my place on 
the committee to push for sharp im¬ 
provements in school results in places 
like Dudley.” 


Name errors led to wrong body blunder 



Philip Bradbourn MEP: second funeral 


A SPELLING mistake was among a 
string of errors that led to the wrong 
body being cremated of West Midlands 
MEP Philip Bradbourn at Bushbury 
Crematorium, a report reveals. 

The 63-year-old from Tipton died on 
December 20 last year at Good Hope 
Hospital in Sutton Coldfield following 
a battle with cancer. His funeral took 
place at in January. However, the man 
who was cremated was Philip Brad- 
burn, who had died at Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital on Decem¬ 
ber 24. 

Staff at Good Hope’s mortuary re¬ 
peatedly failed to carry out accurate 
identity checks on the two bodies, the 
Heart of England NHS Trust said in 
the report, with written records either 
incomplete or inaccurate, leading to 
confusion. 

Bosses at the trust have apologised 


for the mistake, which they have at¬ 
tributed to a ‘complex and multifacto- 
rial’ set of circumstances. 

The report revealed a series of fail¬ 
ings on the part of two funeral direc¬ 
tors and Good Hope. It says that as 
Good Hope’s mortuary was nearing 
capacity, staff requested four bodies 
- including Mr Bradbourn’s - to be 
moved to Central England Co-opera¬ 
tive Funeralcare in Lichfield. 

Phone 

The names of those to be moved 
were given over the phone but not fol¬ 
lowed up with an email listing details, 
the report said. 

The funeral home collected Mr 
Bradbourn’s body but sent it back to 
Good Hope four days later after his 
family requested a cremation. On 
the same day, Mr Bradburn’s body - 


which had been wrongly identified as 
Mr Bradbourn’s - was also sent back 
to the hospital. 

The name ‘Bradbourn’ had been 
scrawled onto the accompanying pa¬ 
perwork, over-writing Mr Bradburn’s 
name. Two doctors signed off the cre¬ 
mation for Mr Bradbourn but the body 
of Mr Bradburn was released. 

Dr Andrew Catto, of Heart of Eng¬ 
land NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“We are very sorry that this incredibly 
distressing situation has happened.” 

A spokesman for Central England 
Co-operative said: “Our priority has 
been to work closely with all concerned 
so that we can learn from this unfortu¬ 
nate incident and build further appro¬ 
priate safeguards for the future.” 

A second funeral for Mr Bradbourn 
took place at Wolverhampton’s St Pe¬ 
ter’s Collegiate Church in February. 


£35,000 roundabout 

sculpture is step closer

A PROJECT creating a £35,000 sculp¬ 
ture on a Halesowen roundabout 
is gathering pace as a fundraising 
scheme gets under way. 

Metal artist Luke Perry is creating the an¬ 
vil and hammer sculpture after being com¬ 
missioned by the town’s chamber of trade. 

People have urged officials to brighten up Grange 
Road Island at the junction with A456 Manor Way 
which is currently bare. 

It is hoped the sculpture will create an improved 
image for motorists on their way into the town. 

Plans were revealed two months ago by Hale¬ 
sowen Chamber of Trade. Now the fundraising bid 
will get under way after a meeting on Friday. 

The sculpture will cost around £28,000 and land¬ 
scaping is estimated to cost a further £7,000. 

Halesowen Chamber of Trader chairman Wayne 
Edwards said: “We will have more of an update on 
Friday but plans are all in place to push forward 
and hopefully get started very soon. 

Asset 

“The sculpture would be a real asset to the com¬ 
munity. 

“From Friday’s meeting we aim to know more 
about the specifics in terms of timescale, which we 
believe will be around six months and how much 
money is needed. 

“It’s something the people of Halesowen should 
definitely be looking forward to and we hope people 
will continue to get behind us in raising money.” 

Mr Edwards said he believed the funding would 
be found and he was preparing to hold further talks 
with Dudley councillors and borough officials about 
the project. 

Mr Perry will create the sculpture in his fami¬ 
ly-run factory in Cradley Heath. 

It is designed on the idea of a hammer and anvil 
representing the metal working trades that domi¬ 
nated Halesowen’s heritage. 

He said: “As a symbol it is not only represent¬ 
ative but accurate, swords were forged from the 
medieval period in the town using these tools, nail¬ 
making, other cottage industry trades and larger 
industrial metalworking processes would use these 


simple tools. In addition to this, it is also part of the 
Halesowen borough coat of arms. 

“I personally feel that it is a very strong design 
- one which will work on the site for numerous rea¬ 
sons practically, visually with site lines from the 


various access points and also in a way which cap¬ 
tures the spirit of the area locally and as a larger 
community in the industrial midlands.” 

“I see this piece being something which I and the 
local people will become very proud of.”

Wilkins who became a minor celebrity in 
the US after ranting on a TV news bulle¬ 
tin about how a house fire had affected 
her bronchitis. Youths spend hours glued 
to their tablets, waiting for her to shout 
“Ain’t nobody got time for that?” 

Then there is Alfie Deyes, who report¬ 
edly has 4.1 million subscribers to his 
Pointless Blog which, to be fair, does ex¬ 
actly what it says on the tin. His young 
fans hang on his every word while he 
covers subjects such as why he loves his 
cactus, and how the speakers on his hi-fi 
system are ‘sick’. 

The sad thing is, mindless though 
this drivel is, you can’t really blame the 
youngsters for watching it. Because even 
Alfie’s plants are more interesting than X 
Factor.

Military graves are 
discovered at church

Saving a Dudley church has 
uncovered stories of bravery, 
loyalty and tragedy, report by 

RICHARD GUTTRIDGE 


HIDDEN away in an overgrown 
graveyard in the shadow of a de¬ 
caying church being readied for 
demolition - it was no resting place 
for a band of war heroes. 

But amid the brambles and weeds in 
the grounds of the Dudley church lay a 
military graveyard, which somehow over 
the years had been forgotten. 

Dozens of men who went off to fight for their 
country during the First and Second World 
Wars, and other conflicts, were buried there. 

It was to the amazement of those trying to 
resurrect the abandoned St John’s Church in 
Kates Hill that at least 39 military heroes were 
resting peacefully in their churchyard. 

Many of their stories had never been told - 
including the longest-serving member of the 
British Army and a soldier who saved the life 
of a member of the Royal Family. 

On the face of it, the story of St John’s 
Church is a depressing one. It has now been 
closed for more than for over a decade. 

The building was in a steady state of decline 
and when it was earmarked for demolition 
it appeared the stories of the soldiers could 
be lost forever. But all that changed when a 
handful of campaigners came to the rescue. 

Preservation 

Deb Brownlee, who founded the St John’s 
Preservation Group, said: “I was running a 
charity shop 100 yards away and people used 
to talk about why the church was going to be 
pulled down. I didn’t set out to start a preser¬ 
vation group to try and save the church but 
when it eventually became pretty obvious it 
was going to come down, I was asked to do 
something about it.” 

At that stage, not even they knew about the 
military cemetery but that would soon change. 

The group was contacted by a historian, 


keen to find out more about a former vicar who 
served at St John’s during the 19th century. 
He had a particular interest in the church and 
had previously written a book chronicling the 
men whose graves were in the churchyard. 

Ms Brownlee said: “We knew nothing at all, 
not the slightest thing. It was just awe inspir¬ 
ing. The stories just keep coming through. I 
just think thank God we are doing this — it 
would have all been lost. Sometimes, there is a 
grave that you wouldn’t give a second look but 
has an amazing story. It makes you look at the 
graveyard through different eyes. 

“Most people were astonished. The church¬ 
yard is quite far back from the road and you 
wouldn’t know there was two-and-a-half 
acres.” 

The group were originally charged with sav¬ 
ing the church but were determined to give the 
brave men the resting place they deserve. 


The current count of military dead is 39, 
many were killed in action. All of the men are 
thought to be from the local area. 

Some are easy to distinguish, with brief de¬ 
tails of a rank and where they were killed ac¬ 
companying the name and dates of birth and 
death. Others feature just a name. 

Many had become worn and weathered over 
the years, and inscriptions are difficult to de¬ 
cipher. Many of the graves were simply forgot¬ 
ten about. 

The book was hugely helpful, providing de¬ 
tail and background about many of the fallen, 
but more research was needed to complete the 
group. They scoured records and archives and 
put out public appeals for relatives to come 
forward. 

Ms Brownlee said: “Many who were killed 
didn’t have any children. So we have to try and 
find nieces and great nieces. It often has to be 


the children of the siblings who are wanting to 
remember them.” 

One such attempt to reach out saw the niece 
of one soldier come forward who played an im¬ 
portant role in shaping British history. 

George Thomason is credited with saving 
the life of a man who would go on to be part 
of the Royal Family. It is thought that dur¬ 
ing the First World War he sprung to the aid 
of Viscount Henry Lascelles, who would go 
on to marry Princess Mary, the only daugh¬ 
ter of George V, was walking along the top 
of a trench when the enemy began opening 
fire. Quick-thinking Thomason, whose du¬ 
ties included protecting the revered Viscount, 
dashed up to pull him down, in all likelihood 
saving his life. Viscount Lascelles did take a 
bullet to the backside but was spared major 
damage. 

Thomason, who served with the Grenadier 
Guards, was awarded the Military Medal for 
an unrelated act of bravery. Unlike many of 
his comrades with whom he shares the grave¬ 
yard, he survived the war and lived to the age 
of 68, passing away in 1963. 

Sergeant Major Walter Chiverton is believed 
to be the longest-serving member of the Brit¬ 
ish Army in history. He died as the Second 
World War was coming to an end in 1945 but 
not on the battlefield, making it to the grand 
old age of 92. 

In January 1905, on his 50th birthday, Wal¬ 
ter was placed on reserve. He was re-instated 
as recruiting officer in 1914 following the out¬ 
break of war. Afterwards he was transferred 
to Wolverhampton, once again as recruiting 
officer, and continued as a volunteer recruit¬ 
ing officer until 1944, meaning he served the 
army for a total of 77 years. 

It was discovered that he lived a stone’s 
throw from the churchyard in Caroline Street, 
which runs parallel with the graveyard. His 
grave sits just over the wall from his old home. 

In contrast, Leonard Dorsett was just 19 
when he was killed during the Great War on 
October 24, 1918 - his death cruelly coming 
just a fortnight before the end of the conflict. 

Ms Brownlee added said: “In 200 years time, 
I still want the church to be able to say these 
are the graves, this happened. We must never 
forget.”

Cradley Heathens saved 
in Hlonmore track deal 



Speedway action from Cradley Heathens last ‘home’ meeting of the season 


CRADLEY Heathens speed¬ 
way club has been saved for 
another season with a re¬ 
turn to Wolverhampton being 
agreed. 

Fans suffered weeks of uncer¬ 
tainty after club bosses announced 
they intended to bow out. 

Last season the Heathens were 
based at Birming¬ 
ham’s Perry Barr 
track but the 
club had yet to 
confirm its home 
for 2016. The 
deal announced 
last week will see 
the club race at 
Monmore Green 
Stadium, where 
it spent four sea¬ 
sons between 
2011 and 2014. 

Chairman 
Nigel Pearson 
said all thoughts 
of selling the 
club were ditched 
when the possi¬ 
bility of a switch to the city emerged. 

He said: “I would like to thank 
everyone at the club who has helped 
make this a reality. We had messages 
from supporters who said if Cradley 
did not run they simply would not 
watch speedway. So this has to be 
good news not only for the club but for 
speedway in the West Midlands and 
the whole country.” 

The Cradley Heathens have been 
struggling to find a permanent home 
after losing their track in Dudley 
Wood two decades ago. 

Mr Pearson and club partners Chris 
Van Straaten and Gary Patchett re¬ 
vived the club in 2010 after 15 years 
out of league speedway. Under the 
new arrangement the Heathens will 


race on alternate weeks to the Wolves, 
who compete in a different league. 

The team will be managed by Mr 
Patchett and manager Will Pottinger 
with coach Graham Jones staying on 
for 2016. 

Mr Pearson said the deal would op¬ 
erate on a ‘year by year’ basis and the 
search for a permanent home would 
go on. 

He added: “As long as the support¬ 
ers keep backing Cradley it enables us 
running the club to continue to talk 
with Dudley Council to explore poten¬ 
tial new sites, but that is not proving 


easy. We have thousands of fans we do 
not want to let down and that is why 
we have gone the extra mile to keep 
the club going next year. 

“Of course the dream remains to 
have our own stadium. I would appeal 
again to anybody or any organisations 
which know of or have land available 
to contact the club.” 

The club has also announced Dr Rod 
Brooks, a former track doctor at Wol¬ 
verhampton, joins the Heathens as a 
partner. Mr Pearson said Dr Brooks 
was joining on a ‘financial’ basis hav¬ 
ing made a contribution.

Accident verdict 
on driver’s death 

A LORRY driver from Dudley died after his 
vehicle collided with another HGV along a 
section of the M6 motorway, an inquest was 
told. 

Father-of-five Lee Smith, better known 
as Andy, aged 46, of Wrens Nest was trav¬ 
elling between junctions 4 and 4a, in the 
Chelmsley Wood area, when the accident 
took place. 

It happened on July 7 when Mr Smith 
was driving a Mercedes drop sided lorry. 

Coroner for Birmingham and Solihull 
Emma Brown gave a conclusion of acciden¬ 
tal death at an inquest last week. 

The hearing was told Mr Smith’s vehicle 
had collided with the rear of another HGV. 

Mr Smith was the youngest of eight sib¬ 
lings. He also had three daughters, two sons 
and five grandaughters. 


Concern over jobs as four tax 
offices to close in shake-up 


FOUR tax offices in the Black Coun¬ 
try are to shut as part of plans re¬ 
vealed by HM Revenue & Customs 
to cut £100 million from its budget. 

Jobs could be lost as HMRC looks to close 137 
local offices across the country by 2027. 

Staff in the region will initially transfer to the 
remaining 17 offices before a new regional cen¬ 
tre opens in Birmingham in 2019/20. 

But unions fear the plan could lead to thou¬ 
sands of HMRC’s 56,000 staff being made re¬ 
dundant and have called for a parliamentary 
review into the closures. 


Bosses at HMRC were unable to confirm how 
many jobs would go as part of what they call a 
‘modernisation programme’. 

Four Black Country offices will close including 
Bridge House in Brierley Hill, which will close 
in 2016/17, with staff moving into City Centre 
House, Birmingham, before moving to the new 
regional centre in 2019-20. 

The Merry Hill office will transfer to the 
Department for Work and Pensions. Pattison 
House in Walsall will close next year with staff 
moving to City Centre House in Birmingham 
as a transitional site. Crown House in Wolver¬ 


hampton will close in 2019/20, with staff mov¬ 
ing into the new regional centre. HMRC says it 
expects between 3,100 and 3,400 full-time staff 
to work in the new Birmingham regional centre. 

In the last five years more than 10,000 jobs 
have been cut from the department and 250 
offices have closed, along with 281 walk-in tax 
enquiry centres. 

Lin Homer, HMRC’s chief executive, said: 
“The new regional centre in Birmingham will 
bring our staff together in a more modern and 
cost-effective building in an area with lower 
rent.” 


Jobs initiative 
being launched 

A JOBS scheme which helps people liv¬ 
ing in an area of Dudley get into work or 
training has been launched. 

Every Wednesday, the Salvation Army 
citadel, in North Street, opens its doors to 
the City Deal drop-in sessions. 

People aged over 18, who have been out 
of work for more than six months and liv¬ 
ing in social housing in Kates Hill is enti¬ 
tled to the free one-on-one support. 

Training expert Black Country Train¬ 
ing Group (BCTG) is working with the 
government-backed City Deal scheme to 
provide the support. 

City Deal worker Lynne Cocken runs 
the Wednesday sessions from 10.30am to 
2.30pm offering help and support to peo¬ 
ple like single mothers. 
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Rubbish mountain still stands

CALLS have been made for the Environ¬ 
ment Agency to pay for the removal of a 
mountain of rubbish which is causing an 
ongoing nightmare for nearby residents. 

Planning permission has been granted for 
94 flats on the former Refuse Derived Fuel 
site in Moor Street, Brierley Hill, where the 
rubbish sits, but the scheme has now been 
thrown into doubt over who picks up the bill 
to remove the trash. 

It has emerged that owners of the site 
have not been able to attract a developer 
due to the costs involved with clearing the 
waste. 

Meanwhile, neighbours who thought their 
six-year nightmare living in the shadow of 
the 19ft-high heap was over when the plans 
were approved in June now face living 
longer with the mound on their doorstep. 

Million 

Five months on, the pile of bricks, wood 
and plastic remains. 

It is believed any developer getting on 
board with the plans would have to pay at 
least £1 million to clear the site. 

Brierley Hill’s Councillor Rachel Harris, 
who has led the campaign to have the rub¬ 
bish shifted, said she cannot see any devel¬ 


oper being willing to agree to do that and 
says it should be the responsibility of the 
Environment Agency to clear up and bring 
the impasse to an end. 

The agency had been in the process of 
seizing assets from former Refuse Derived 
Fuel director Robert McNaughton, who was 
given a six-month jail term for failing to 
comply with a court order to clear the site, 
which then would have been used to shift 
the waste. However, the company has now 
gone into liquidation. 

Councillor Harris said: “People should 
not have to put up with it, especially as 
it has been to court. The Environment 
Agency has to find a solution. They should 
be getting back to the owners and getting 
something done.” 

The Environment Agency suggested it 
would not pay to have the site cleared but 
was ‘exploring every avenue’ over the site. 

Spokeswoman Harriet Templar-Vasey 
said: “In most cases the Environment 
Agency will not use public funds to pay for 
the clear-up of the waste unless there is se¬ 
rious risk to people or the environment. 

“With this site we are continuing to ex¬ 
plore every possible avenue to get it cleared 
and are committed to ensure this happens.”

Historic canal stretch 
barging back into life 

A HALF-MILE stretch of Black Country canal that has 
stood derelict since the 1960s will be brought back into 
use. 

Plans are being drawn up to restore the section of the 
Bradley Arm in Bilston and link it up with the Walsall 
Canal. 

The annual meeting of the Canal and River Trust 
West Midlands Partnership was told the Bradley Arm 
had been the subject of a newly completed study. 

The Bradley Arm, which was built in the 18th and 
19th centuries, now runs only as far as the trust’s main 
maintenance depot at Bradley Lane, which still makes 
wooden lock gates. 

This also houses the pump originally installed for 
mine drainage, which is now the main source of water to 
the Birmingham Canal. 

Steve Burt, who heads community engagement and 
volunteering for the partnership, said: “The Bradley 
Arm and the lock gate workshop are a very important 
part of the network. Old masonry is just below the sur¬ 
face and this will now be exposed.” 


Meeting of 
council and 
clubs over 
greens row 

A ROW has broken out over bowling green 
maintenance fees in Dudley after claims that 
the price hike would go against covenants 
dating back almost 90 years. 

Dudley Council’s Greencare team held a crisis 
meeting last week with bowling club members over 
the controversial plans. 

The council, which needs to save £20 million by 2018, 
pays around £12,000 a year " ’ " 


to maintain the greens at 
each of the borough’s eight 
bowling clubs. Clubs them¬ 
selves pay only £750 to¬ 
wards those costs. 

Council bosses say they 
can no longer afford to sub¬ 
sidise these costs, leaving 
clubs facing a massive bill. 

Club members using 
Mary Stevens Park, in 
Stourbridge, and Stevens 
Park, in Wollescote, held 
the meeting with council 
officials about the proposed 
changes. 

Both parks were gifted to 
the public by philanthropist 
and businessman Ernest 
Stevens, to be managed by 
the council as a trustee. 

Campaigners argue under 
the deed of gifts for both 
parks, dated 1929 and 1931, 
Dudley Council is obligated 
to maintain the greens. 

Condition 

Phil Bate, chairman of 
Stourbridge Croquet Club, 
said: “We all feel very 
strongly that the council 
should look at the deed of 
gift before making these de¬ 
mands. 

“The greens are not in 
the best of condition and we 
have not got the money.” 

Councillor Heather Rog¬ 
ers, chairman of the Friends 
of Mary Stevens Park, 
added: “Dudley Council as 
a trustee is responsible for 
maintaining the assets and 
so far we have not heard 
anything about the Ernest 
Stevens deed of gift. 

“We have no responsibil¬ 
ity of maintenance and are 
not the sole users of these 
greens.

“If the bowling greens are 
not maintained then inter¬ 
est will wain and we will be 
left with how the park was 
in 2000 with vandalism and 
anti-social behaviour. 

“These greens bring fresh 
air and mental stimulation 
for older people, and so far 
we have been told we should 
pay up or lose them, and I 
think the council have been 
very heavy handed.” 

Russ Newey and Liz 
Stuffins, from Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, told the meeting that 
everyone would need to get 
‘creative’ in deciding how 
greens were maintained. 

Mr Newey, Greencare 
group manager, said: “Pro¬ 
posals will not be in until 
the 2017/18 financial year. 
We are coming out to talk to 
all the people who use such 
services now so we can start 
consulting on how to move 
forward.” 

Three options were put 
forward to users - consist¬ 
ing of the increase in main¬ 
tenance fees, transfer of the 
management to the clubs 
themselves or a reduction in 
maintenance altogether.

'Obsessive' ex waged campaign 
of harrasment on two women 


AN ‘obsessive’ 21-year-old from Cradley who waged relent¬ 
less campaigns of harassment against two former girlfriends 
has been jailed for 21 months. 

Brad Cox repeatedly ignored restraining orders banning him from 
having contact with either woman, both of whom had a child by him. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that he even recruited a ‘mob’ armed 
with a baseball bat to intimidate one of the victim, said Mr Peter Cooke, pros-

The new memorial will measure around 5ft 
and have a crest on it.

Mr Harris has researched the names of the 
fallen with Matt Mills of Sedgley Local History 
Society, which took two years to complete.

The masterplan also sets out ideas

Legacy 

“What we’re thinking is we want to 
explain the legacy of the story that we 
tell in the historic area,” Mr Lovett 
said. 

“In the non-historic area we want 
to have some sort of focus on modern 
manufacturing - that could be exhibi¬ 
tions, displays or events about what’s 
happening in the Black Country today. 

“History doesn’t stop - it’s a contin¬ 
uum and we want to put things into 
context. 

“We think we could get up to 
500,000 visitors a year. 

“At the back of our minds is about 
fulfilling the potential that exists 
within the museum. 

“We’ve got the story to tell and the 
right size of site so we’re looking to 
develop from around 290,000 this year 

- so targeting 500,000 doesn’t seem at 
all unreasonable.” 

Mr Lowell said they were discussing 
allowing people to stay in the museum 
overnight, adding this was an example 
of the site’s immersive nature.

A six-month-old baby had a lucky es¬ 
cape when the car she was travelling 
in overturned in a crash in the Black 
Country. 

The little girl escaped serious injury 
because she was in a child seat when 
the smash happened in Salop Street, 
Dudley, shortly before 5am on Sunday. 

The Peugeot 206 was in collision 
with a taxi that was carrying two fe¬ 
male passengers on their way home 
after a night out and ended up up on 
its roof. 

Firefighter Stephen Hunter from 


Dudley fire station who attended the 
scene with colleagues from Brierley 
Hill explained: “The baby and her 
father were out of the car and being 
attended to by paramedics when we 
arrived. It was very lucky the girl had 
been in a child’s seat.” 

The Peugeot was badly damaged 
while the taxi suffered front end dam¬ 
age in the collision. Nobody is thought 
to have been badly hurt. 

Meanwhile, a woman suffered minor 
injuries in a separate crash in Dudley 
involving two cars. The smash hap¬ 


pened around 8pm on Saturday on the 
Halesowen Road. Two fire crews, one 
from Dudley and another from Haden 
Cross, attended as it was initially 
feared the woman, in her 30s, would 
have to be cut free. But ambulance 
crews managed to get her out of the 
vehicle. She was taken to hospital suf¬ 
fering neck and back pain.

Soraya is razor 
sharp 

IN the world of musical thea¬ 
tre, there are few singers as 
exciting as Soraya Mafi. 

In 2014, she won the Maggie Teyte 
Prize, and this year took second in the 
Kathleen Ferrier Awards and was the 
winner in the 2015 Royal Overseas 
League.

The former shop assistant from 
Bury graduated from the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Music, and can now be seen 
as the tragic Johanna when Welsh 
National Opera bring Stephen Sond¬ 
heim’s Sweeney Todd to Birmingham 
Hippodrome from tonight (Thu) to 
Saturday. 

Mail’s credits have included roles in 
Peter Grimes, II re pastore, Pirates of 
Penzance, The Mikado and Dido and 
Aeneas (for BBC Radio 3), not to men¬ 
tion the title role Arianna in Creta at 
the London Handel Festival plus roles 
in WNO’s productions of I Puritani 
and Orlando earlier this week. 

She stars alongside baritone David 
Arnsperger as Sweeney Todd and 
Scottish soprano Janis Kelly as Mrs 
Lovett in the gory Victorian story up¬ 
dated to the 1970s. 

“It’s a wonderful story,” she says. 

“Sweeney Todd has come back from 
being abroad, having been banished, 
and he is seeking revenge on Judge 
Turpin. When he returns, he discov¬ 
ers that his daughter, Johanna, who 
I play, is being held captive. 

“She’s a teenage girl, aged 16 or 17. 

She’s been stuck in her bedroom read¬ 
ing for years and questions whether 
her existence is normal. She’s strug¬ 
gling with life and asking how she can 
cope with it. She ends up at an asylum 


Bill’s not in 
limbo now 

WHEN asked to describe his new show, Limboland, which 
plays Wolverhampton’s Civic Hall tonight (Thu), Bill Bailey 
says: “It’s about when things don’t pan out the way you want 
them to. That’s a rich seam comedically, the gap between 
how we imagine our lives to be and how they really are.” 

The show has proved a great hit, wowing audiences in Aus¬ 
tralia, New Zealand, Singapore and Hong Kong and across 
the UK, with tonight’s show the second consecutive perfor¬ 
mance in Wolverhampton. 

“It’s a bit different to previous shows in as much as it’s 
more focused on personal accounts which is quite daunting 
at first,” he said. “I do a lot of political stuff and tell stories 
about my family holidays that go wrong, and travels in the 
Arctic and jungle.” 

He gives an example: “I had this desire to take my whole 
family to see the Northern Lights, so I persuaded them all to 
come to Norway. I had a vision of how it was going to be, a 
transcendent experience, shushing beautifully through the 
snow then all standing in a wood surrounded by Sami tribes¬ 
men looking at the Northern Lights overhead. 

“Instead we were on a white knuckle ride in the dark on a 
dogsled pulled by baying hounds and it was very scary. People 
were screaming. My wife’s father fell off the back of the sled 
and I thought he was a goner. It was January, minus 22 and 
bitterly cold. 

“And it was all my idea. All the time I was thinking ‘why 
didn’t we just watch a documentary about the Northern 
Lights?’ At the same time, a little bit of you is thinking, if 
everyone survives, this is going in the show.”

Seeking comfort food on a 
chilly night? LEIGH SANDERS 
checks out Bellagio Ristorante 
Italiano in West Bromwich 

THROUGHOUT history, the ‘gate’ 
scandals have gripped the world 
with their memorable breaches of 
normal accepted behaviour. 

While not exactly matching Watergate for its 
shock value, for my pal and I no meal will be 
the same pass without mention of... Vealgate. 

It was a cold, dark evening when we ven¬ 
tured to Bellagio, tucked away in a corner of 
West Bromwich, so hearty, warm food was 
definitely called for. 

Good things had been said about the res¬ 
taurant. Although we had never been before, 
Italian places always give big portions, right? 

Upon arrival, it ticked a lot of boxes. As there 
is also a hotel on-site the parking is ample; you 
should be able to find a space here no matter 
what day you visit. 

On entering the restaurant, the positivity 
continues. Inside it is beautifully decorated 
with a modern feel and a touch of class. 

Courteous 

A few of the light fittings seem an odd choice, 
but the warm atmosphere is welcoming - espe¬ 
cially when the weather outside is grim. 

The staff are well-dressed, polite and courte¬ 
ous and add little touches such as taking your 
coats and offering menu recommendations. 

We took a little while to decide on our food 
as the menu is vast but they didn’t hurry or 
pester and left us to it. 

The menu is pretty fish-heavy and offers up 
some interesting options. One of these grabbed 
my friend’s attention straight away. Sound¬ 
ing like a spell straight out of Harry Potter’s 
World, she opted for avocado diverso - the 
superfood fruit served with crab meat, Marie 
Rose sauce, smoked trout, horseradish and 


sun-blushed tomatoes. We wondered if you 
shouted the ‘avocado diverso’ at the waiter he 
may turn into some sort of amphibian wearing 
a bow tie. But alas, he just greeted the request 
with one of those warm smiles and jotted our 
order down on his notepad as if we hadn’t 
been the first buffoons to try such a stunt. 

My friend found the dish a little flavourless, 
which was a shame. It was full of contrast¬ 
ing textures and certainly looked great, but 
she thought it a little bland and had expected 
more given its colourful name and description. 

I chose the the prosciutto Caprese consist¬ 
ing of Parma ham, buffalo mozzarella in basil 
sauce, served with sun- dried tomatoes. The 
cool flavour, and indeed temperature, of the 
mozzarella pearls offset the salty tang of the 
ham. Although my enjoyment was dampened 
slightly by my friend’s insistence that the 


cheese looked like the nether-regions of a 
sheep, I thought it tasted great and they were 
the highlight of the dish. 

Then came Vealgate. Having had a fish- 
based starter, my friend decided she wanted 
something different for her main. 

Browsing the menu, the waiter and I tried 
to offer up helpful suggestions until some¬ 
thing caught her eye. 

“Veal is usually really nice,” I said. “Why 
don’t you try that?” The reply seemed confi¬ 
dent enough: “Sure,” she said. 

So then we discussed why a lot of people 
don’t really like veal because of what it is and 
where it comes from. 

“What do you mean?” came the quizzical re¬ 
sponse. “Well, it is baby cow and not everyone 
likes that.” Her jaw hit the table with such 
force I thought the sturdy furniture would 


snap in two. “Baby cow? I thought veal was 
deer.” Her face turned a shade of red that 
matched the decorative bottles of wine, as she 
sheepishly admitted she had been thinking of 
venison 

The saltimbocca alia Romana was described 
as veal scallops cooked in white wine and gar¬ 
nished with Parma ham and sage. When it ar¬ 
rived, we found out that it was literally just a 
plate of veal. A few leaves had been added for 
effect, but the dish was one dimensional. It 
tasted good though. The veal was tender and, 
as with my starter, the Parma ham added a 
salty backdrop to the dish. Luckily, we had 
added French fries on the side. 

I had the penne polio gamberetti - penne 
pasta topped with prawns and diced chicken 
in a cream sauce. It certainly was creamy; the 
thick texture of the sauce managed to retain 


its heat and warm me up as I ate. The prawns 
were a little bland, but the chicken was beauti¬ 
ful and, overall the dish was really good. 

We weren’t quite done yet and I was de¬ 
termined to find something my friend would 
love before heading home. She’s no fussy eater 
by any means, but had just made the wrong 
choices that evening. 

Dessert was our final chance to put things 
right. Fortunately, the caramel budino hit the 
spot. It was packed with contrasting textures 
and flavours and was a ‘happy conclusion’ to 
her meal out. The white chocolate and fruit 
floret went down equally well on my side of the 
table. 

Overall it would be harsh to mark Bellagio 
down based on the personal preferences of 
one diner as one of us had fully enjoyed the 
evening, the other had made bad choices.

Looks often deceive when it 
comes to the automotive world, 
but not when it comes to the huge 
‘shoulders’ of the latest special 
edition Moto Gruzzi Griso. 

These shoulders, bursting out from 
under the petrol tank on either side, are 
the hefty cylinders of the Guzzi’s trade¬ 
mark transverse V-twin. 

The much-improved and modernised 
1,200cc unit is the most powerful engine 
ever produced under the legendary Italian 
name. 

With HObhp and 108Nm of torque, it’s 
also up there with the most powerful of the 
air-cooled genre. 

Open the throttle and you know the Gri- 
so’s muscular looks aren’t ‘all show, no go’: 
it feels like riding a charging rhino. 

It’s a handsome piece of Italian architec¬ 
ture in its black and silver trim like 007 in a 
dinner suit - but ready for action and under¬ 
neath a bit of a brute, too. 

The £10,935 machine is as solidly built as 
its looks suggest, with huge exhausts which 
curl artistically around the bike and into the 
uniquely styled two into one exhaust at the 
rear. 

As the manifolds swing around to the left 
on the right is an oil cooler radiator which 
strangely seems to work as a piece of 
asymmetric art. 

While it has somewhat classical looks, it’s 
contrasting design elements are part of its 
appeal - from the big, round headlight at the 
front to the thoroughly thoroughly modern 
high intensity LED tail lights. 


The seat height is a fairly average 800mm, 
with the foot pegs set high, and slightly back, 
in racing style. T 

hat allows the rider to easily change posi¬ 
tion on the move but also supports a natu¬ 
ral, leaning forward position to the new and 
wider bars. 

Start the engine and the Guzzi is full over 
character. Blip the throttle and the torque 
from that big transverse twin twists under¬ 
neath you like a live animal, while at slow 
speeds it seems you can feel every ignition 
stroke, like a beating heart. 

Once the speedo starts to climb, it all 
smooths out and you can enjoy the satisfy¬ 
ing exhaust growl. 

Running 

Not that you’ll often need or want to ex¬ 
plore the higher reaches of the rev range to¬ 
wards that 7,500rpm peak power point. Most 
of the time you’re running at half that with a 
little movement of the throttle enough to in¬ 
duce a surge of acceleration, no matter what 
gear you’re in. 

Between overtaking surges it’s a big, 
comfortable cruiser, albeit one with sharper 
handling than the low rider or bagger style 
machine. 

Theoretical top speed is 140mph, but in 
practice that is more likely to be limited by 
the physical demands on the rider as the air 
pressure builds, as with other ‘naked’ bikes. 

But the Griso was constructed to perform 
as a sports machine, with a strong and stiff 
high tensile steel frame and a single-sided 
aluminium swingarm which doubles as the 
shaft drive housing. 

It turns in rapidly and the adjustable sus¬ 
pension provides a reassuringly neutral re¬ 
action through corners.

The dampers smooth out the bumpy 
bits, too. 

Braking also comes from the sports 
world with a powerful system from 
Brembo, the Formula One experts, with 
‘wave’ style discs for maximum heat dis¬ 
persion. 

This new Griso, especially in its new 


special edition colours, is something differ¬ 
ent. Stylish in a interesting combination of 
old and new. At times capable of almost 
brutal power, at others a relaxed cruiser - 
all with a bit of a raw edge imparted by its 
unique transverse V-twin. 

It’s an individual’s machine, with a char¬ 
acter all of its own.

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Polestar 
upgrades 
for XC90

Volvo Car UK is enhancing the performance 
of its award-winning XC90 with a series of 
Polestar-developed upgrades. This is the 
first time that Polestar, Volvo’s performance 
brand, has focused its attention on the new 
seven-seat SUV. 

Known as Polestar Performance Optimisation, the 
upgrades improve the power and torque figures of 
both the D5 diesel and T6 petrol Drive-E engines, par¬ 
ticularly at medium revs where it’s most effective. 

They also make the accelerator responses even quicker, 
and alter the settings of the automatic gearbox to provide 
faster gearchanges and prevent gearshifts during rapid 
cornering, which could unsettle the car. These quicker and 
more precise responses to driver commands not only make 
the driving experience more dynamic, they ensure the car 
responds predictably during high-speed driving. 

The upgrades have been developed and designed by 
the engineers of Polestar and the racing drivers of Polestar 
Cyan Racing, the official motorsport partner to Polestar. 

Thed Bjork, reigning Scandinavian Touring Car Champi¬ 
onship (STCC) champion and Polestar Cyan Racing driver, 
said: “The new Polestar optimisation is about making the 
car more dynamic and responsive to drive. We use the same 
philosophy as when optimising our race cars, to create a 
completely balanced package. And this is exactly what we 
have focussed on with the new-generation optimisations for 
Volvo cars: powertrain optimisation for real-life driving.” 

The maximum output of the D5 Drive-E engine is in¬ 
creased to 233 hp and 500 Nm of torque (up from 225 hp 
and 470 Nm), while the T6 Drive-E is boosted to 334 hp and 
440 Nm (from 320 hp and 400 Nm). 

Polestar Performance Optimisations have also been re¬ 
leased for the D4 diesel and T5 petrol Drive-E engines in 
other Volvo models. Like the upgrades to the D5 and T6 
engines in the XC90, the aim is to boost medium-rev per¬ 
formance and to make the car’s entire drivetrain react more 
quickly and accurately to driver commands. 

With the Polestar Performance Optimisation, the D4 
Drive-E offers 200 hp and 440 Nm (up from 190 hp and 400 
Nm), while the output of the T5 Drive-E is raised to 253 hp 
and 400 Nm (from 245 hp and 350 Nm). 

The D4 Drive-E upgrades are available in the S60, V40, 
V40 Cross Country, V60 and XC60, and the T5 Drive-E en¬ 
hancements are offered in the V40 and V40 Cross Country. 

The price of the D4, D5*, T5 and T6 Polestar upgrades is 
£835, including VAT and fitting. 

The work can be carried out at any authorised Volvo deal¬ 
er, and should take about 30 minutes to complete. 

Nick Connor, managing director of Volvo Car UK, said: 
“These new Polestar Performance Optimisations make our 
cars and Drive-E engines even more dynamic and desira¬ 
ble. The combination of increased power and torque - espe¬ 
cially at medium revs - and the changes to make the entire 
drivetrain more responsive ensure that owners will really feel 
the difference these optimisations make.” 

Finally, until the end of December 2015, all model-year 
2005 to model-year 2015 all-wheel-drive Volvos can be up¬ 
graded with the Polestar Performance Optimisation at the 
discounted price of £620, saving £215. 

The Polestar upgrades do not affect the certified emis¬ 
sions and fuel consumption figures, service intervals or Vol¬ 
vo warranty cover.

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65 plate sales pass 100,000

UK market leader Ford recorded 
101,598 65-plate registrations 
during September and October, 
as it stretched its sales leads in 
total vehicle, car and commer¬ 
cial vehicles. Ford commercial 
vehicle (CV) sales are more than 
double those of its nearest rival.

• Ford’s car sales lead increased 20 per 
cent, compared with October 2014 

• Ford has five models in the UK Top 20 
- Fiesta (1st), Focus (4th), Transit Custom 
(9th), Transit (16th) and Kuga (18th) 

Andy Barratt, Ford of Britain chairman 
and managing director, said: “Ford is build¬ 
ing on the strength of its core models in 
the UK market, while stretching into new 
segments with models such as Mustang, 
Mondeo Vignale and Ford Edge. 

“Fiesta is in its seventh year as the UK 
market leader, while the success of our ex¬ 
tended Ford CV family is demonstrated by 
Transit range sales exceeding those of any 
car - apart from Fiesta. 

“Our strong results are a direct re¬ 
sult of the wider range of these excit¬ 
ing new models - delivered through our 
dealer partners, who make up the strongest 
network in the UK.” 


The official figures released by the SMMT 
today show that total car sales in October 
were down 1.1 per cent to 177,664 units, 
compared with October 2014. 

Ford car sales were 22,081, 6,190 reg¬ 
istrations ahead of its nearest rival. For the 
year to date (end October) total UK car sales 
were 2,274,550, up 6.4 per cent compared 
with the same period in 2014. Ford car sales 
for this period were 290,409, some 62,418 
registrations ahead of its nearest rival. 

Ford is also the clear leader in retail car 
sales, which most accurately reflect the pref¬ 
erences of private buyers. 

For October, Ford’s retail car sales beat a 
shrinking retail market and increased 8.2 per 
cent, compared with October 2014.

DRIVETIME 


Magnificent 
MX-5 now 
even better

Cars come and go but some remain: they 
become legends in their own lifetime (and in 
some cases for long afterwards). 

Think Mini, E-Type, Land Rover and the subject of 
this test, the latest, fourth generation Mazda MX-5. 

For decades even the weather couldn’t put a damper on 
the British love affair with roadsters: not exotic and expen¬ 
sive supercars but honest two seaters which offer perfor¬ 
mance with the opportunity for wind in your hair motoring 
where ownership is at least within many people’s grasp. 

The new version, priced from £18,310, is true to the MX-5 
philosophy and, with the application of new technology and 
construction methods, it’s better than ever. It has two new, 
more efficient engines and is a whole 100kg lighter than its 
predecessor - a precursor for improved performance and 
fuel economy, lower emissions and sharper handling. 

One of the things I like about the MX-5 is that when Mazda 
came up with the concept in the late 1980s it was actually 
looking back, not forward (brave, that). The idea of a front 
engined, rear wheel drive and relatively simple roadster was 
inspired by past greats such as the Triumph Spitfire. 

At that time there was one real competitor, the Alfa Ro¬ 
meo Spider, as other car makers (and buyers) had been 
seduced away from the genre by the Gti phenomenon. The 
MX-5 soon made them think again, with the likes of the MGF, 
Toyota MR2 and Porsche Boxster hitting the showrooms. 

The new car’s sleek, purposeful shape looks as if it might 
have been the proud product of an Italian design house, 
and conceals its secrets well. It’s slightly smaller footprint 
disguises the fact that it retains the same amount of space 
for passengers and luggage as its predecessor. 

It’s also shed a lot of weight as part of Mazda’s ‘SKYACTIV’ 
principles which now feature in every one of its new cars, 
but is especially significant in a sports model. 

Efficiency 

It’s lighter, it’s stronger and more rigid thanks to the use 
of new materials and methods, while SKYACTIV also means 
re-engineering engines and gearboxes for improved effi¬ 
ciency. 

There are two engine options, both petrol, of 1,5 and 2.0 
litre capacity mated to really slick, short throw six-speed 
gearboxes. 

The 1.5 has 131 PS, boasting a 0 to 62mph time of 8.3 
seconds, an official fuel average of 47.1 mpg and a 139g/km 
C02 rating. For comparison the two litre unit’s vital statistics 
are 7.3 seconds, 40.9mpg and 161g/km. 

Both are very responsive, with convincing in-gear acceler¬ 
ation when an overtaking opportunity arises, although clear¬ 
ly the bigger block has the edge. 

Both cars are lower than their predecessor, but the 2.0 
litre also has uprated sports suspension with Bilstein damp¬ 
ers which given it an edge in handling and response, too. 

The driving experience is little short of superb. The MX-5’s 
interior is beautifully designed, with driver and passenger 
in well-shaped, supportive seats either side of the transmis¬ 
sion which places gear stick and handbrake in easy grasp. 

As well as weight loss and a stiffer body, Mazda’s engi¬ 
neers have worked hard on making the car not only handle 
even better, but more fun to drive. 

The steering rack is even quicker, providing sharp re¬ 
sponses and driver feel which is, at first sight, surprising as 
they’ve gone for an electromechanical system for the first 
time. The front wheel castor angle is increased to improve 
resistance to understeer while the electronic stability and 
traction control systems calm any tendency to wayward be¬ 
haviour at the other end 

For many, there’s nothing quite like the feel you get with 
rear wheel drive, and a perfect 50:50 front to rear weight 
distribution as in the MX-5. It’s hard to explain, but you don’t 
have to be a boy racer with a right foot flat to the floor to en¬ 
joy, and feel rewarded, as you thread the MX-5 along wind¬ 
ing B-roads. 

To someone with almost 50 years of driving behind him, it 
brings back the sheer pleasure of just driving. 

The new MX-5 retains the manually retractable fabric roof 
which most people will be able to open/close without leav¬ 
ing the driving seat. 

All versions have LED headlights and features such as 
alloy wheels electric windows and (heated) door mirrors, 
a stereo radio/CD player with connectivity package and a 
leather stearing wheel. 

Prices start at £18,495 for the 1.5 litre and £20,095 for 
the 2.0 litre model and there are three trim levels for each. 
Insurance groups range from 26E to 29E and they all come 
with a three years or 60,000 mile warranty. 

The MX-5 has been a hit from the word go, and this fourth 
generation model is no exception. British dealers took more 
than 1,000 advance orders before it officially went on sale 
and it has also chalked up a ‘Cabriolet of the Year’ title. 

Great styling, competent performance, the promise of top 
down driving and sensible running costs are big attractions 
for car buyers and the MX-5 gives them the full package. 
Mazda has stuck to its principles which saw the first model 
back in 1989 - lightweight, fun and affordable - but with the 
benefit of 25 years of improvements under its belt.

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Supercar for everyday

There you here, sitting back relaxed in air 
conditioned comfort but stuck in crawling 
traffic on a typically busy A-road. 

But then you spot an overtaking opportunity. You 
just point the car and press the throttle: the car 
leaps forward, the exhaust immediately deepens 
to a growl and then a bellow, the numbers on the 
speedometer climb so rapidly they’re just a blur. 

And then, with hardly time to draw breath, you’re past, 
safe back on your own side with an open road before you, 
once again making progress in luxury saloon serenity. 

That’s what you get with a turbocharged, 5.2 litre VI0 
engine, more than 600bhp and 560NM of torque, plus a 
redeveloped quattro all wheel drive system which makes 
sure all that power does down smoothly, without spinning 
the wheels and snaking the rear end. 

This is the Audi R8 experience, behind the wheel of a 
200mph road car directly related to one of the greatest 
cars in endurance racing history. But so safe and effortless 
to drive it doesn’t put an element of edginess into the daily 
commute or trip to the shops. 

The new, second generation R8 comes in two versions 
with 540PS or 61 OPS, at £119,500 and £134,500. Yes these 
are supercar prices and don’t expect to see one on every 
street corner, but Audi has taken over as the biggest sell¬ 
ing premium brand in the UK. And it’s not just about sales 
in this exotic sector of the market: the new R8 is the com¬ 
pany’s ‘hero’ car, a performance flagship demonstrating its 
capabilities throughout its sporting range. 

Many cars are claimed to be descended, or closely con¬ 
nected to, their racing cousins but in reality they have little 
in common. Not so with the R8, The new model, for exam¬ 
ple, shares 56 per cent of its parts with the new LMS (Le 
Mans Series) race car which won the Nurburgring 24 Hour 
Race only weeks after it was launched. 

The R8 story is an illustration of how, over more than a 
century, motorsport has driven the development of every¬ 
day, road-going transport. LMS endurance racing isn’t just 
about sheer power (although that’s important), it also has 
to be about weight, fuel consumption and reliability. 


For example, Audi’s innovative TFSI (turbocharged fuel 
stratified injection) engine was developed for the original 
R8 and helped it to a unique record of success of track. 
The same is true of the car’s lightweight space frame con¬ 
struction. Both transferred to the roadgoing R8, as have 
the new laser headlights developed to give racing drivers 
longer, clearer and brighter visibility while pushing the lim¬ 
its in the hours of darkness. TFSI petrol engine technolo¬ 
gy has also spread throughout the Audi and Volkswagen 
family of cars: laser lights will undoubtedly follow. 

The new flagship version, the 61 OPS R8 plus, is the fast¬ 
est and most powerful production car Audi has ever built: 
0 to 62mph takes a mere 3.2 seconds and top speed is 
205mph. The ‘standard’ R is also quicker than its prede¬ 
cessor, its 540PS and 540Nm of torque producing figures 
of 0 to 62mph in 3.5 seconds and a top speed of 198mph. 

Recuperation 

While power and performance are up, fuel economy is 
actually improved - 23 and 24.8mpg. The latter figure, for 
the 540PS car, translates to a C02 figure of 272g/km which 
is a 12 per cent improvement. 

That’s partly because the new cars have a start/stop 
system with energy recuperation. The transmission now 
has a freewheeling mode while the engine has a new ‘cyl¬ 
inder on demand’ system which shuts off the fuel injection 
and ignition to one bank of cylinders under low loads. 

Both new models have more power and torque than 
their predecessor, but the new space frame is 50kg lighter 
and 40 per cent stiffen It’s also directly linked to the sports 
suspension, a combination of improvements developed 
for improved handling. Plus there’s an even faster ver¬ 
sion of Audi’s superb seven-speed S Tronic dual clutch 
automatic transmission and an upgraded quattro all wheel 
drive system, which can virtually instantly divert up to 100 
per cent of the power to the axle with most grip. 

It’s such advanced technology which makes the R8 spe¬ 
cial on the road. It’s what allows you to use all that power: 
to put your foot down with the confidence that you’ll get 
the best acceleration advantage without the rear end try¬ 
ing to overtake the front and put you through a hedge or 
worse. It inspires confidence even in the wet conditions 
of my first test drive: not only in hard, straight line accel¬ 
eration but around the corners, too. Turn-in is quiick and 


precise, and the car holds its line up to (and probably past) 
that point allowed by my nerve. 

The wheels are 19-inch alloys with 245/35 tyres at the 
front and 295/35 at the rear The ventilated ‘wave’ discs are 
clamped by six piston calipers at the front and four at the 
rear, while the R8 Plus also gets the benefit of high perfor¬ 
mance ceramic brakes. 

The interior has a high tech ‘virtual’ instrument display, 
with a 12.3 inch display in front of the driver, who controls 
individual functions via steering wheel remote controls. 
The beautifully shaped ‘bucket’ sports seats, and much of 
the interior trim, are made of fine nappa leather. There is, 
naturally, a multimedia and satellite navigation system. 

On the outside, the R8 is lower, wider and flatter but 
still sits high enough to negotiate some pretty vicious traf¬ 
fic-calming road humps on the test drive. 


There is no manual transmission option, largely as a re¬ 
sult of most customers for the previous car opting for the 
superfast S Tronic system, which in any case offers manu¬ 
al changes via steering column paddles. 

Audi’s first road-going R8 was originally to be called the 
Audi Le Mans, but by the time it hit the road the R8 name 
had already become a legend for its dominance in endur¬ 
ance racing. The wraps were barely off the new race car 
before it was winning, too, and the new R8s for the road 
have benefited from the same race experience and tech¬ 
nological advances to make winners too. 

They have a genuine racing provenance and perfor¬ 
mance, but with the sort comfort, safety and controllability 
which makes them pracatical everyday transport and not 
something that stays under wraps for the occasional sum¬ 
mer weekend.
